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76 PLANES STRIKE DESPITE STIFFER DEFENSES 
DEFIANT U.S. HITS N. VIET NAM AGAIN 


SAIGON (UPI) — Tho United 
States today challenged stiffen­ 
ed North Vietnamese air de­ 
fenses and sent 76 air force and 
navy planes to pound military 
targets on communist territory. 


There were no reports of at­ 
tempted interceptions by com­ 
munist fighters during two sepa­ 
rate strikes by the American 
raiders. 


Sixteen U.S. Air Force F105 
jet fighter - bombers hammered 
Communist 
rail 
and 
highway 
traffic 120 miles south of Hanoi. 


An armada of 60 U.S. Navy 
bombers from the aircraft car­ 
rier Coral Sea struck radar in­ 
stallations just north of the 17th 
parallel border. 


One of the F105s was shot 
down by anti-aircraft fire but 
the pilot was rescued. 


All of the Navy planes re­ 
turned safely to the Coral Sea 
as 
it 
steamed 
through 
t Ii e 
South China Sea, a spokesman 
said. 


The Navy planes poured tons 


of bombs and napalm jellied 
gasoline on the radar station at 
Vinh Linh, a target which has 
been hit on several previous oc­ 
casions. No enemy opposition 
was encountered. 


Inside South Viet Nam, an 
American soldier was killed to­ 
day in a helicopter crash in the 
mountains 190 miles northeast 
of Saigon.

Dinh Province 300 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. 


As 
the tempo

In rapid fire order, the duke 
told the teen-age panel that he: 
—Likes to listen to the radio 
while taking his bath.
